LINE SOUTH

Warsaw, July 8.—(By the Ass>- 
ciated Press.)—Russian bolshevik 
forces have broken through the P»- 
lish lines south of the Dvina river 
to overrun 
Lithuania and forma contact with 
east Prussia, according to an of- 
ficial statement issued here today. 

The sovjet army is usin~ infan- 
try. cavalry, artillery, airplanes and 
tanks. The Poles are fighting des- 
perately to check the advance along 
the northern front, against which 
the enemy is throwing crack divi- 
sions. 

On the south front, General Bu- 
denny, with Rovno in his posses- 
sion, is advancing in the direction 
of Lemberg, which is but 180 miles 
from Warsaw.

ashington, July. 9.—-The war 
which Poland is catrying on with 


soviet Russia is not one of con-

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guest, but exclusively one of de-| 


fefise. Prince Casimir Lubormiski, 
minister from Poland, declared to- 
day, in explaining his country’s 
present position. 

“The -bolsheviks inyaded Poland 
at the moment of its liberation and 
we were forced to take up arms 
in our defense,” Prince Lubormiski 
said. “We have no intention of 
going to Moscow, nor interfering 
in Russian affairs. “We have not 
even passed the frontiers of Poland 
of 1772. We have only wanted to 
protect thoseé regions peopled by 
Polish subjects, to liberate them 
from the oppression of bolshevism, 
and to create around us friendly na- 
ti who will stand with us 
> a the barbarism of the east.” 

The prince said Poland had the 
right to expect the support of al- 
lied powers. He asserted the prop- 
ositions of peace by soviet Russia 
are fot sincere. 

A news statement from the Po- 
lish embassy describes the present 
war situation as “very serious, but 
not critical.” 

“The general offensive begun by 
the holsheviks along the 720-milc 
front will tax all the resources of 
Poland. It is believed in American 
governmental circles that this 4s the 
Jast supreme effort of the soviet 
government,” it says. 

“Neither army is overly supplied 
with reserve artillery and ammuni- 
tion. The Russians have the pre- 
ponderance of man power; the Poles. 
on the other hand, invariably have 
been successful in smashing mass 
attacks in their territory.”

a dozen witnesses by the senate 
committee investigating campaign 
expenditures today resulted in 
charges that high cost of living 
bureaus established by the depart- 
ment of justice were “political en- 
terprises” used primarily “to bring 
about the nomination of Attorney 
feneral A. Mitchell Palmer. for pres- 
ident, by the democratic national 
convention.” 

Witnesses also declared that Ed- 
ward Goltra, democratic national 
committeeman from Missouri, dis- 
tributed $150 checks to St. Louis 
delegates to the state convéntion 
which was instrumental in the oust- 
ing of Senator James Reed, of Mis- 
souri, from his national convention 
seat. Goltra was declared by wit- 
nesses, to be a supporter of Pal- 
mer, but a few also admitted re- 
ceiving expense money from A. C. 
Stuevers, a local capitalist, said to 
have been a supporter of Governor 
Cox, 

The charges against the attorney 
general. and the department of jus- 
tice were made by Miss Olivia 
Brueg#éman, formerly executive 
secretary\of the Missouri women's

Mrs. John R. Leighty, chairman 
of the bureau, and Miss Mary Scott, 
its publicity director, ‘partly contra-« 
dicted —— Brueggeman's testimo- 
ny, declaring that while its repre- 
sentatives had attended state dem- 
ocratic and republican conventions 
partly at government expense, they 
did so to organize counties in the 
anti-high cost of living campaign. 

Questioned by Senator Kenyon, 
| they udmitted that: “mo counties 
were organized at these conven- 
tions,” and taht th ‘also talked 
politics with the w@men there. 

Miss Brueggeman, answering 
questions without hesitation, told 
the committee that, workers -em- 
ployed by the department of jus- 
tice to educate the people in low- 
ering living costs, confined their 
-speeches to boosting Palmer and 
generally the only time living costs 
were mentioned were when the 
speakers would explain that election 
of Palmer to the presidency would 
mean lower prices. 

“We are asked to include Palmer 
publicity matter in our ‘H. C, L.’ 
publicity and to use it in such a 
way that it. would not’be quickly 
detected as a boost for him for pres- 
ident. This was done. Such pub- 
licity was frequently mailed to 219 
Missouri papers. 

Mra. Brueggeman Dismissed. 

“It was used by only a_ few, 
however, and this.caused an inves- 
tigation by Howard Figg, assistant 
attorney general. It then came out 
that I was a republican and I was 
dismissed. Mrs. Frank Hayes, for- 
mer chairman of the bureau, also 
was dismissed because she was a 
republican. = 

“When our representatives at- 
tended the state conventions the 
government paid their railroad fare 
and allowed $4 a day extra. They 
went apparently to. organize coun- 
ties, but in reality to boost Palmer 
for president.” 

Miss Bruggeman said there were 
eighteen “H. C. L.” bureaus in the 
country “run at a cost of at least 
$100,000 a year,” and that she un- 
derstood they. also were used to 
advocate Palmer’s candidacy.

Mrs. Edna Godbee, in Prison Many Years, Is Paroled 


Mrs. Edna Perkins Godbee,

Largely due to the unswerving 
loyalty and devotion of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Edna Perkins Godbee, who 
has’ been serving a life term at the 
state farm as the result of her ac- 
tiop in killing her divorced husband, 
Judge Walter Godbee and his wife 
at Millen seven years ago, has won 
her freedom, having been granted a 
parole by Governor Hugh Dorsey. 

he. conyicted woman has served 
six: years of her sentence during all 
of which time her daughter, Mrs. 
Sarah Griner, has worked unceas- 
ingly for her release. At the time 
of the tragedy, which occurred in 
1913, the daughter’ clung to her 
mother in the court trial which fol- 
lowed, and the zeal of her devotion 
did not cease nor diminish with the 
conviction of her parent. She sub- 
sequently ‘married and removed to 
the state of Kansas, but-trip after 
trip she made back to Georgia in 
the fight ‘which she conducted be- 
fore prison board and governors for

parole Mrs. Godbee was represented 
by Attorney A. S. Anderson, fof, Mil- 
len, Jenkins county, from which

The ap- 
plication had the indorsement of 
Judge Henry Hammond, of the Au- 
gusta circuit, before whom the case 
was tried: all of the trial jury now 
living; all members of the grand 
jury which returned the indictment;

Killed Wife's ~Brother. 

Shortly before her marriage to 
Judge Godbee, Miss Perkins’ father 
died, leaving a large estate. After 
their marriage Judge Godbee killed 
one of her brothers -~-over ‘troubles 
which arose out of management of 
the estate. Judge Godbee claimed 
self-defense and the case was never 
brought to trial. 

‘As the result of this trouble he is 
said to have lost his personal hold- 
ings and to kave taken over the 
management of his wife’s interest 
in her father’s estate. In the proc- 


ess of his management, the defense 
claimed. he had hecome possessed of 
a fargé part of this property in his 
own name,

There were rumors of impending 
trouble ‘between Judge Godbee and 
his former wife which culminated in 
the double killing. Mrs. Godbee 
Was arrested, indicted, tried and 
convicted of the murder of Judge 
Godbee’s wife, with the recommen- 
dation that she receive a life sen- 
tence. Her attorneys set up the 
plea of self-defense in her behalf 
and the case was. Brilliantly fought. 
She was* represented by Judge 
Frank H. Saffold,~ of Swainsboro, 
Senator J. A. Dixon and Judge G. C. 
Dekle, of Milleh, and Judge Y. E 
Bargeron, of Springfield. 


Representing the state were Solic- 
itor R. Lee Moore, of Statesboro; 
Judge W. H. Davis, of Wainsboro, 
and Attorney A. S Anderson, of Mil- 
len. 

The’ case against Mrs. Godbee for 
the murder of her husband was nol 
prossed a-few years ago when the 
first efforts’ were made toe obtain 
freedom for the convicted woman. 
The cage has haer frequently in the 
publie eye ever since.

Anderson 
has been an able assistant of her 
daughter in gaining the release of 
her mother...

“I arranged it with a man I met 
in the saloon torstage a fake rob- 
bery so I could kill her and say he 
did it. When we met that night 
in the hallway I shot my wife the 
minute he yelled, “Hand over your 
money.” .Then I killed him. I don’t 
know how. He must have got in 
the line of the fire at my wife,

The cross bill and answer, which 
was filed Friday by Attorneys 
James A. Branch and M. M. Hollo- 
way set out that the petitioner, Dr. 
Brantiey, is a practicing physician 
and that for a number of years his 
practice was confined, in the main 
to treating megro patients; that he 
maintained no office in which to 
conduct his practice %save his pri- 
Vate home; that Mrs, Brantley was 
‘compelled to perform various and

Developments -in the Fairburn 
bank case yesterday were the dis- 
covery of a petition which-was cir- 
culated several days ago among the 
women of Fairburn asking’ forthe 
trial of Mrs. Catherine Bradstreet 
and the issuing of subpoenas for 
principals ahd witnesses in the 
eviction process broutht against 
Mrs. Green for the possession of 
the Green home. . 

The petition which 
lated was signed by thirty-seven 
women in Fairburn. While no copy 
of the petition was available,-it is 
said to have been addressed to the 
solicitor of the Stone Mountain cir- 
cuit asking that every possible 
step be taken to avoid having the 
case against Mrs. Bradstreet no? 
prossed when called for trial on 
August 11. The leaders in the 
movement have expressed them- 
Selves as ‘feeling that Mrs. Erad-

One of the women stated Friday 
that it was her understanding that 
an agreement is in éxistence to set 
aside the prosecution of Mrs. Brad- 
street since she has made restitu- 
tion of most of the property which 
She received from Green.

Dayton, Ohio, July 9.—That the 
west’ may be developed into one of 
the chief battle grounds early in 
national political campaign was the 
inference drawn from today’s devel- 
opments here.

' Charles E- Morris, the governér’s 
private secretary, telephoned from 
San Francisco that he was being 
besieged by California politicians 
urging that the campaign be opened 
in that state.- Mr. Morris told the 
governor that California democrats 
are certain they can carry the state 
for him. 

Considerable interest now is cen- 
tering in the conference of the na- 
tional committee with the governor 
July 20. It has not been definitely 
established whether the meeting 
will be held at the governor’s home 
at Trail’s End, or in Columbus, but 
the governor said he would wire 
Chairman Cummings that the plans 
made for the committee meeting 
here seemed satisfactory to him. 
The date and place of holding the 
official notification ceremonies are 
expected to be determined at the 
conference. Governor Cox intimat- 
ed that some time between August 
15 and 20 would be a satisfactory 
date for the notification. 

Roosevelt F-xpected Monday. 

The fact that Franklin D. Roose- 
velt has stopped over for a 24-hour 
rest at Glenwood Springs, Colo., 
makes it probable that he will not 
reach Ohio for a conference with 
his running mate before Manday. In 
such case, the governor said, the 
conference probably will take place 
in Columbus, as he expects to go 
there Monday morning to look after 
matters at the executive offices. He 
has wired Mr. Roosevelt asking for 
something definite on the time of 
his arrival 

Messages continued to come In to- 
day in a constant stream. The gov- 
ernor stated that a number were 
from men whom he had pardoned 
from the penitentiary and who were 
“making good in the world.” 

The governor has not found time 
yet to answer many of the congrat- 
ulatory telegrams and letters. He 
said he expected tonight to wire 
Senator Reed, Missouri, his expres- 
sion of thanks for thge courteous 
message from the Misgouri senator.

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PROTOCOL IS SIGNED 
WITH BUT FEW WORDS - 


“IT Am Glad You Have 
Signed. It Would Have | 
Been Disastrous if This 
Conference Had Been: 
Broken Up,” Said George:

Spa, July 9—Germany’s protest 
at the allied threat to occupy the 
Ruhr district was given short shrift 
upon the opening session of the in- 
ternational conference here today. 
‘To the question of Delacroix as to 
what reply the German government 


‘would make, Foreign Minister von 


Simon answered: 

“We recognize. that the protocol 
relates only to the execution of the : 
treaty, and inasmuch as it improves 
the conditions imposed on us, we 
will sign it. On the other. hand, 
we find nothing in the treaty per- 
mitting the allies to occupy any 
German territory except in the 
event of non-fulfillment of the rep- 
arations clauses by Germany.” 

Thereupon Lloyd George spoke 
up, in cold manner, and declared 
with unusually stern feeling: 

“That concerns only the allies. 
We do not care to discuss it with 
Germany.” 

Whereupon, without further par- 
ley, the German signed the. docu- 
ment. This happened at 1:35 
o’clock:; 

Fehrenbach bowed stiffly to the 
British premier, who returned the 
salute and said: 

“I am glad you have signed it. 
It would have been disastrous if this” 
conference had been broken up.” 

Leniency Was Shown. 

He added that the protocol had 
been lenient, allowing the Germans 
more time for the execution of the 
clause. He also announced that the 
allies would demand an official re- 
port on the first day of September, 
saying: 

-“We reserve the power to take all 
hecessary measures for the/execu- 
tion of the treaty and to oc¢upy the 
Ruhr district if nécéessary, That is 
merely a warning of what will oc- 
cur only if the treaty is not car- 
ried out.” 

Following this tagerch e, there 
was a lively discussion on the sub- 
ject of the trials of German war- 
criminals. 

The German minister of justice, 
in his opening speech, declared that 
Germany had already taken elime/ 
inary steps towards trying the men 
accused by the allies, but that they 
had met with considerable diffi- 
culty. Some of the names on the 
list were inaccurate, he said. Some 
were not charged in sufficient de- 
tall, and some had fled from the 
country. The fact that the allies 
had reduced the number they ac- 
cused from 900 to 45 he cited as 
evidence that the allies appreciated 
gthis difficulty. 

Lloyd-George Replied. 

Replying Lloyd-George denied that 
insufficient evidence had been 
given in these cases. 

“I hope,” he declared, “that Ger- 
many will not attempt to‘ dodge 
these questions, too—’ 

“Germany,” interposed Von Si- 
mon,” has every intention of car- 
rying out the trials. What we want 
is the evidence.”

Contending that he is béing con- 
fined in the federal penitentiary 
illegally, * Riley C.’ Hammers took 
the first step in his fight for re- 
lease Friday when he was success- 
ful in obtaining from Judge Samue' 


H. Sibley, of the feedral court, a 
writ of habeas corpus requiring 
Warden Fred G. Zerbst to bring 
him ‘to court at an early date so 
that his case may be heard. 

Hammers was sent on April 132. 
1918, to the federal prison here to 
serve a sentence of imprisonment 
of two years and eighteen months, 
which was imposed on him by Judge 
Learned Hand, of the southern dis- 
trict of New York; for violating a 
federal statute. On February 4%, 
1919, he was removed from the pris- 
on,;and carried before Judge Rydon 
M. Call. of the southern district 
of Florida, at Tampa. to face trial 
on twelve separate indictments, 
charging conspiracy ‘to violate the 
Harrison narcotic act. Febru- 
ary 10. he .was sentenced, by Judge 
Call to serVe sentence totaling four 
years and three months in the fed- 
eral prison. 

The gentence of two years and 
eight ths imposed by Judge 
Hand expired June 2, 1920. 

The prisoner claims he is being 
held illecally on the grounds that 
conspiracy. to violate the Harrison 
law is a misdemeanor. that the sen- 
tences imposed ar Pplicable only 
to a misdemeanor. and that the 
trial court had no power or authori- 
ty to order the sentence executed 
in the federal penitentiary. which 
was established as a pla of im- 
prisonment for. prisoners © nvicted 
of felonies.

Chi Surgeon Cuts 
Own Skin to Save 
His Wife’s Limb 


Chicago, July 9.—Seated on an 
operating "table at the American 
hospital here, Dr. Orlando R. Scott, 
one of Chicago's best known sur- 
geons, today cut twelve inches of 
skin from his own right leg with 
a sharp razor and, as each strip 
was removed, calmly grafted it on 
his wife’s ankle. 

The operation was necessary to 
save Mrs. Scott’s right leg, injured 
in an automobile accident. 

Dr. Scott took no anaesthetic. 
While his face showed the pain he 
was undergoing, he consoled his 
wife during the operation by tell- 
ing her it would “soon be over” 
and explained the grafting process 
to internes. 

As he cut each strip from his leg 
and grafted it on his wife's, an- 
other phy8tefan stopped the blood 
that issued from the new wound. 


When Mrs. Scott was plactéd on 
the operating table, Dr. Scott was 
wheeled in on another table, 
slightly pale, but determined.

quired the surgical nurse.

He then selected a shiny razor 
from his surgical case and turned 
his back so his wife could not see 
where the skin was coming from. 

“Now in this operation,” he ex- 
plained crisply. to witnesses, “you 
plant the skin in small plecés as 
Like this:’’

riel and Colonel Paulino Fontes, 
who have been imprisoned since 
the death of former President Car- 
ranza. 

Article 27 of the Mexican consti- 
tution, which nationalizes petrol- 
eum deposits, will be sustained the- 
oretically, but all decrees issued 
by former President Carranza prej- 
udicing prior rights of petroleum 
owners will be abrogated by a 
presidential decree to be issued 
shortly. Provisional President 
Adolfo de la Huerta made this 
statement while conversing with 
foreign correspondents here last 
night.

Deductions will also be made for 
suffering the mails to become wet, 
injlired or destroyed or when a 
grade or service is rendered imferior 
to that stipulated in the contract 
and for the loss of or depredation 
upon the mails in the custody of the 
contractor or his agent provided the 
loss is occasioned by his fault. Fire- 
proof compartments for the mail 
must be provided.

The operation of the air mail 

service for the past two years has 
proven so-satisfactory that the de- 
partment gradually plans to extend 
the delivery. The New York-San 
Francisco line is the backbone of a 
network of proposed air mail lines 
which will soon cover the entire 
country.

Mild Surprise Given the 


House When Capital Re- 


moval Resolution Is Re- 
ferred Without Protest 
to State of the Republic 
Committee. . 


Members of the house Friday 
morning were given a mild sur- 
prise, when, after reading the Dixon 
resolution providing for a referen- 
dum on the capital removal to Ma- 
con, Representative John Y. Smith, 
of Fulton county, gave his indorse- 
ment to a motion made by Mr. An- 
derson, of Jenkins, that the meas- 
ure be referred to the committee on 
the state of the republic. 

Mr. Anderson, as well ag other 
advocates of the capital removal 
bill, was plainly puzzled by the ac- 


tion of the Fulton representative. 


It was thought that the speaker 
would refer the bill to the commit- 
tee on public property, and had not 
the motion of Mr. Anderson been 
made, it is believed this would 
have been the course given it. 


Friends of the capital removal 
bill evidently expected a fight of 
some kind ins the house Friday 
morning when this bill came up, 
the fight to develop over the corm- 
mittee to which it should be re- 
ferred, and when the contest, and ‘% 
consequent showing of the relative 
strength af the friends and enemies 
of the measure, failed to material- 
ize, the champions of the removal 
bill began at once to confer in or- 
der to determine just how the mat- 
ter stands. 

That the bill will come up for 
action early in the coming week 
is believed by its advocates in the 
house. It is thought that it will re- 
ceive the prompt action of the com- 
mittee to which it has’ been re- 
ferred. 


Kill Witness Bill. 


Just before adjourning for. the 
week, the house killed & measure 
introduced in the last session of 
the legislature by Munday of Polk, 
which provided that wills should 
have only two witnesses instead of 
three. It was declared by those fa- 
voring the measure that under the 
present Georgia law, which demands 
three witnesses to wills conveying 
real estate, that foreign wills, or 
wills made in other states, where 
less than three witnesses are re- 
quired, cannot be probated in this 
state. Opponents of the measure de- 
clared that the organic law of the 
state should not be changed to ac- 
commodate people of other states 
and countries, but that all persons 
devising land in Georgia by will 
should become informed as to the 
requirements of the law. A substi- 
tute to the bill. which provided that 
all wills conforming to the laws of 
states and countries in which they 
were made should be probated in 
Georgia, was also killed. 

The Munday bill did not reach a 
vote upon its passage, being killed 
by a nonconcurrence of the house 
with the committee report that it 
pass. This vote was 2 for and 96 
against. The vote on the substi- 
tute was 36 for and 74 against. 

Two bills, said to have the back- 
ing of the Municipal League of 
Georgia, designed to create a hydro- 
electric power commission, with 
authority to purchase, erect and 
vperate water power, street rail- 
way and lighting plants, as well as 
to empower municipalities, counties 
and political districts to own and 
operate such utility plants, were 
introduced by Messrs Covington of 
Worth, Alfriend of Baldwin, Ander- 
son of Jenkins, Stewart of Atkin- 
son, Hollingsworth of Screven and 
Jackson of Jones. 

These bills are like senafe bills 
277 and 278, which were read for 
the first time in the uppef house 
Juiy 7. The first bill provides for 
the creation of a hydro-eleetric 
power commission, by a constitu- 
tional amendment, and will em- 
power that commission, with the 
approval of the governor, to incur 
debt in the name of the state fdr 
purchasing, leasing or constructing, 
operating and maintaining public 
utilities, such as waterworks, street 
railways, and plants for the gener- 
ation of light and heat, power, etc., 
and transmission lines or other 
means of transmitting and distrib- 
uting and selling light, heat and 
power. 


To Exceed 7 Per Cent Rate. 


The second bill provides that the 
constitution of the state be amend- 
ed to authorize municipalities, 
countieB and political divisions to 
exceed the limitation of 7 per cent 
on debts, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing, owning, operating and 
maintaining public utilities such as 
named in the first bill. The bill also 
gives the right of condemnation. 

A bill by Mr. Bates, of Murray, 
provides for the disqualification of 
judges in both criminal and civil 
cases upon the making and filing 
of an affidavit upon any party to 
the action. in which it is declared 
that the judge is personally biared 
or prejudiced for or against the 
the affiant. It is also provided that 
the place of disqualified judge 
shall be filled by the chief justice 
of the supreme court, who shall 
name one of the several circuit 
judges of the state. It is required 
in the bil] that affidavits alleging 
prejudice upon the parts of judges 
must be filed ten days prior to ac- 
tions.. The bill has reference to all 
court actions, such as motions, or- 
ders and other proceedings. 

Representative Ficklin, of Wilkes, 
is the author of a resolution call- 
ing upon the highway commisston 
for information regarding funds 
that haye been received and expend- 
ed by that department; the number 
of road improvements that have 
been made, how much they have 
cost, and what percentage of the 
money expended was furnished by 
the goverrment, the state. and the 
counties. Information is also asked 
for regarding the number of offi- 
cers and emplovees of the highway 
commission, and the salaries paid 
each one. Action was not insisted 
upe by Mr. Ficklin. who asked 
that: his resolution be allowed to 
lay on the table one day. 

Mr, Jones. of Meriwether, intro- 
duced a bill designed to prevent 
the use of a muffler cut-out on 
motorcycles and automobiles. This 


hill, if made a law, will make it a’ 


misdeameanor for anyone to drive 
a car or motorcycle with the muf- 
fler’ open. 

Another bill relative to motor 
vehicles was introdyvced by Renprre- 
sentative McFarland, of Walker 
county. This bill reduces the pres- 
ent motor license tax, and would 
exempt motor vehicles owned by 
counties in the state. 

At the close of Friday’s busines 
the house adjourned until 11 o’clock 
Monday morning.

With the American and British 
flags atop at Alexandra hospital 
floating at half-mast and a bat- 
tery of distant guns booming the 
thirteen-gun salute of a major 
general, the long cortege began ‘its 
Slow march from the hospital to 
tne cathedral at 11 o'clock. The 
military escort was composed of 
the second grenadiers and its staff 
mounted on black horses; three 
squadrons of the life guards, a bat- 
talion of the Coldstream guards 
and a battalion of the Irish gaurds. 
The mifitary contingent led the 
procession, to the muffled accom- 
panimeht of the band of the Cold- 
stream guards. The flag-draped 
coffin was borne on a gun carriage 
with a wreath of Hlies the only 
floral decoration. 


Led General's Charger. 


Immediately at the head of the 
caisson was a solitary foot-soldier, 
who led the riderless charger of 
General Gorgas. The crowds which 
lined the two-mile rqute of the 
funeral procession to the cathe- 
dral stood with bared heads 438 
the column filed past. 

The spectacle from the front of 
the cathedral as the solemn pro- 
cession neared the edifice was most 
impressing. : 

Constables. who had taken up po- 
sitions in the spacious esplanade 
in front of the church, cleared the 
way far the cavalry men, who -took 
up their positions flanking the 
sides of the great building. Then 
the guardsmen, formed in double 
lines and stGmJ with bowed heads, 
‘executing the regulation salute for 
ithe dead as the casket passed 
through to the foot of the cathedral! 
steps. 

Here the casket was met by a 
distinguished party of pallbearers, 
including the military and naval 
attaches of the American embassy; 
the president/ of the Royal College 
of Surgeons; ‘Viscount Astor, Major 
General Sir Richard H. Charles, 
Sergeant-Surgeon to the king; 
Brigadier General John H. Finney, 
Lieutenant Colonel Sir James Fow- 
ler, of the colonial office, and di- 
rector general of the British naval 
medical department; Dr. . Charles 
Mayo, and other eminent physicians 
and surgeons. 

The casket was 
stalwart guurdsmen through the 
central portal of the cathedral, 
where it was met by the clergy and 
choir, which led the way to the 
chancel. Mrs. Gorgas, leaning on 
the arm of Brigadier General 
Noble, long of General Gorgas’ as- 
sociates, followed the casket, which 
reposed on a catafalque beneath the 
dome of the @athedral during the 
simple and brief ceremonies. 


Body to Be Brought Home. 


Dean Inge and Sub-Deacon Bes- 
ley, of St. Paul's, officiated. No 
eulogy was spoken.! “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee,” ee + Kindly Light” 
and “The Battle ymn of the Re- 
public” were sung. The_ rendition 
of the latter concluded the obse- 
quies, 

The guards’ band, stationed in 
the rotunda, played Chopin’s fu- 
neral march as the casket! was 
brought out. The military partici- 
pation in thé funeral ended when 
the cathedral was reached and 
when the ceremony inside had 
ended the casket was placed in a 
motor-car hearse, which was laden 
with floral tributes. The hearse 
returned to the hospital, where the 
body of General Gorgas will lie 
awaiting transfer to Southhamp- 
ton and thence to New York on 
board an American army transport.

Goodwin, honorary surgeon to 
Kine George. who represented the 
king; representatives of Dowager 
Queen Alexandra, John W. Davis.

est of Atlanta’s trade assets Fri- 
day morning. 

Dr. King’s annual report for 1919 
issued last January showed that At- 
lanta did just $7,000 less than $1,- 
600,v00 business with Latin-America 
that year. His prediction that this 
record wil lbe exceeded during 1920 
by approximately $250,000 is based

The bulk of supplies that go to 
make up this vast amount of trade 
largely consists of leather products, 
textiles, foodstuffs, autos, auto 
equipment, machinery and railway 
equipment.

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LOUISIANA BALKS. 
It is deeply to be regretted that 


the general assembly of Louisiana 
has seen fit to hurl defiance in the 
face of political expediency—to say 
nothing of democratic principle— 
by flatly refusing to ratify the 
woman suffrage amendment to the 
federal constitution. 


Bat Louisiana's failure only em- 
phasizer Georgia’s opportunity to 
achieve the everlasting honor and 
distinction of having been the state 
that made the nineteenth amend- 
ment law. 

Up to this time a total of thirty- 
five state legislatures have ratified 
the amendment. 

Only one more is needed to com- 
plete ratification and make equal 
suffrage nation-wide by the funda- 
mental law of the land. 

That the ratification process will 
be completed by one of the four or 
five state in which the mutter is 
now being agitated, and in time for 
the amendment t» become opera- 
tive in the presidential election 
next November, is almost as certain 
as anything not a fact can be cer- 
tain. 

Some of those four or five states 
are democratic; some 4&re repub- 
lican. 

The democratic and republican 
parties have commended the 
amendment to the legislatures 
which have not already ratified it.

for service to fatten inordinately 
at the expense of the public’s 
pocketbook. 

The fee system, while it may 
have been appropriate and wise 
in the days of scanty population 
ar? when the volume of public of- 
ficial business was corresponding- 
ly slight, has no place :n Georgia’s 
governmertal affairs today, when 
the work devolving upon county 
officials necessitates full time em- 
ployment and the counties are 
abundantly able to pay full-time 
salaries for having their public of- 
fice work done. 

Unde the system its beneficia- 
ries are enabled to build political 
machines — according to wheel- 
within-a-wheel plan of rotation— 
whereby to perpetuate themselves 
in places of public trust; a method 
that every politician understands. 


Thus, and in other ways, it is 
detrimental to public service. 


It fs burdensome to the tax- 
paye~’ it is unfair to the people; 
it is destructive of good govern- 
ment. 

It ought to be abolished. 


BOLL WEEVIL HELPED. 
“The boll weevil is the farmer's 
friend,” says The Dawson (Ga.) 
News; for the reason that it has 
been in that section of the state 
for at least five years, and— 


“It has wrought a revolution in 
agriculture by causing diversifica- 
tion of crops and intensive cultiva- 
tion, with the result that the farm- 
ers are more prosperous and inde- 
pendent than ever before in their 
lives, Although the acreage has 
been reduced a great deal of cotton 
is yet produced—almost as much 
per acre as before. In fact, in- 
stances of where farmers gathered 
as much as a bale per acre last year 
are not lacking. Early planting, 
heavy fertilization, rapid cultivation 
and picking up punctured squares 
will insure a good cotton yield in 
spite of the boll weevil.” 

As the Dawsol paper sees it, in 


many instances the weevil “has 


been an ally in bringing prosperity | 


to the farm.”

BEWARE THE OLD FOGIES. 
An old fogy is a doctor of any 
age who needs a mental shave and 


whose therapeutic trousers are bag- 
ged at the knees. Often he has a 
large, and as the obituaries say, 
lucrative practice—so large and 
lucrative, in fact, that the man sim- 
Ply can't take time to read up on 
the progress of medical science. The 
old fogy has a way of explaining 
nearly all the ills his patients com- 
plain of by. safety first diagnoses. 
The trouble is indigestion, -over- 
work, bad weather, nervousness, 
dampness, impure blood, coffee, ca- 
tarrh or gas; and the patient is in 
a run down condition, which, nat- 
urally, is sufficiently met with 
something which the old fogy lets 
on is a good tonic. The’ beauty 
of all these near-diagnoses is that 
they are changeable without notice 
in the event that the real nature of 
the illness should become manifest. 


The old fogy takes his cue from 
the charlatan’s almanac. He even 
goes so far, in some cases, as to 
pull such decrepit jokes as “liver 
complaint’—if the patient looks a 
trifle sallow or muddy—and kid- 
ney trouble—if the patient men- 
tions backache. In short, it would 
seem that the almanacs are about 
all. the literature the old fogy has 
time to read; and the rest of his 
remedial notions he gleans from 
traveling drug salesmen who are 
always pleased, to tell old fogies 
what is correct in the season’s styles 
of treatment. 


To the oid foggy medical man heart 
disease, save as a post-mortem 
guess, is pretty much a closed book. 
He arrives at a suspicion that his 
patient has a diseased heart about 
the time the neignbors begin to 
drop in to smoke a figurative pipe 
over the still lively corpse. But he 
is a popular man, and always has 
a large and lucrat‘tve'practice, with 

atrons fairly rioting for a place 
nside his crowded reception room. 
And he is so reasonable, too. 

The great majority of cases of 
heart disease go unrecognized for 
years, first because the victims do 
not consider themselves ill enough 
to consult a doctor, what with so 
many sure-shot remedies available 
for eVery complaint they have to 
make; and, second, because there 
are so many old fogy doctors who 
are too popular and too busy and 
too reasonable to take the trouble 
to eXamine patients stripped. A 
great many cases of serious heart 
disease are unrecognizable as such, 
even by the most skilled physician, 
if the examination is limited to 
feeling the pulse and listening to 
the heart’ with or without a stetho- 
scope. A stethoscope by no means 
stamps the doctor as a more skillful 
man than his neighbor who relies 
on the naked ear; it merely shows 
the doctor believes in safety first 
—real safety first, this time. He 
doesn’t care to rub his ear on every 
chest that happens along, lest he 
catch something. 

In short, a fairly complete physical 
examination is nce8sary in order 
to obtain even a fair conception of 
the functional condition of the heart 
—and no matter whether there be 
definite heart disease or not, the 
important thing to be determined is 
whether the heart is functionally 
efficient.

But a lot of aggressive energy was 
there in 1863, when the marau- 
ders moved eastward. Sherman's 
troops were hardly out of sight 
until the Atlanta folks commenced 
to move back in and to put up some 
temporary shelters that are the be- 
ginning of the magnificent city that 
iS now second in the south. In her 
development Atlanta has grown to 
be an industrial, a commercial, 
distributing, and other sorts of a 
center, and the planning has all 
been done on a generous scale. The 
modern office building began to 
grow in Atlanta about as soon as 
it was introduced in New York and 
Chicago. The city has been spoken 
of as the Yankee town of the South. 
That is unnecessary. Atlanta is 
nothing of the south but the Atlan- 
ta. It is thoroughly of the south, 
but it.is a live and progressive and 
hopeful place, afraid of nothing and 
believing in work and human 
ability. 

Some of the rest of the south 
could, benefit by the work Atlanta 
has done, for more has been accom- 
plished than simply to add people 
to the town and make money and 
put up big buildings. Atlanta has 
advanced in the things that go to 
Make human progress and happi- 
yness. In every movement for ac- 
tual welfare Atlanta is at the front. 
The city is a good example of an 
American community of the active 
type. Its bigness may not be of 
much consequence, but its bigness 
of united effort is of a lot.

SEEKS TO PREVENT 
COUNTING STREETS 
AS ROAD MILEAGE 


A bill tntroduced by Represen- 
tative Lankford, of Toombs, in the 
house this week undertakes to 
Straighten out the conflict of two 
court decisions on the distribution - 
of convicts on the roads of the 
State. The 1916 law, which has 
never been enforced by the prison. 
commission because it was enjoin- - 
ed by the Fultom county board of 
commissioners, provides for the 
distribution of convicts to the coun- 
ties according to public road mile- 
age. " 

Judge Pendleton tn Fulton sa- 
perior court held that city streets 
were to be counted as roads in 
making the distribution. A later 
decision of Judge Searcy, of the 
Flint Circuit, held that only coun- 
try roads were contemplated by the 
Mr. Lankford’s bill would put 
in statutory form Judge Searcy's 
intepretation of the law and pre- 
vent the counting of city streets as 
road mileage in making the distri- 
bution. 

Mr. Gankford says that his bill 
would not prohibit the use of con- 
victs on streets, as some of the 
printed reports ~ indicated, but 
would cut dowh the number of con- 
viets of the larger city counties to 
the proportion that their rural road 
mileage would entitle them to. It 
would be a matter for the county 
commissioners to decide in any 
case whether they would be work-.

Will Be Sent Home 
By U.S. Red Cross, 


Washington, July 9.—The Ameri-} 
can Red Cross has completed -ar- 
rangements to send 800 Bussian 
children from Vladivostok to Petro- 
grad, via San Francisco and the 
Panama Canal, it was announced 
today. The children are ‘to be re- 
turned to their families, from 
whom they have been separated for 


more than two years. 

The Red Cross cared for the chil- 
dren for the past 15 months, first 
in camps in the interior of Siberia, 
and later on an island in the har- 
bor of Viadivostok. Jhe sailing 
will be about July 15. 

The return of the children will 
add the closing chapter to one of 
the strangest incidents of the war. 
When the revolution. came, many 
parents in Petrograd sent their 
children into peaceful Siberia .in 
groups of 20 to 50, with nurses and 
teachers, “for a few months,” be- 
lieving they would have plenty to 
eat there and would be freer from 
danger. 

But when the time came for the 
children to return home, the bat- 
tleline of the Bolsheviki and Czech 
armies stood between. When win- 
ter came the plight of the children 
was serious, and the Omsk govern- 
ment, then new, was asked for 
help. The appeal was passed along 


‘to the Red Cross, and colonies were 


established in Siberia. 

Meantime, battle lines moved for- 
ward, and the children had to be 
taken thuusands of miles further 
eastward through a country strip- 
ped bare of provisions, 

When Vladivostok was reached, 
quarters were found, and a dental 
clinic, a hospital and schools were 
established. Special talents the 
children exhibited were cultivated. 

Hundreds Are Lost, 

The group of 800 is only a small 
part of those who were sent out of 
Petrograd to the supposed haven of 
Siberia. It is estimated more than 
6,000 left their homes. All trace 
of hundreds of them has been lost 
as completely as were the children 
who followed the pied piper of 
Hamlin Town.

Resolutions Passed at Mass 
Meeting of Republicans 
From Over State.

St. Louis, July 9.—Resolutions 


calling for concerted action by the. 


republicans in Missouri to re- 
pudiate Jacob L. Babler, republic- 
an national committeeman, for his 
connection with the distribution of 
campaign funds, were adopted at a 
mass meeting of republicans from 
throughout the state, held here to- 
day. ° 

The resolutions urged that mem- 
bers of the party hold mass meet- 
ings in every county to repudiate 
Babler. 

The resolutions were presented 
by Charles Nagle, of St. Louis, for- 
mer secretary of commerce and 
labor, whoa asserted in an address 
that “it is absolutely impossible for 
free people to tolerate a man who 
in one breath confesses that he has 
disqualified himself to hold the 
position of the republican national 
chairman from Missouri, yet re- 
fuses to quit the job.” 

In carrying on the fight against 
Babler, the meeting ignored a for- 
mal report made publie here todav 
in which the committee appointed 
at a mass meeting of republicans 
in Sedalia to demand Babler's resig- 
nation, announced that the fight 
on Babler would be dropped, as 
“further agitation in this matter is 
both unnecessary and unwise.” 

Matt G. Reynolds, of St. Louis, 
who presided at the Sedalia meet- 
ing and presented the report of the 
committee at todav’s meeting, as- 
serted he would have no further 
connection with the “clean-up” 
movement after the report had 
heen attacked by Paul Conwell, of 
Kansas City, who asserted that 
Babler “is not fit to be national 
committeeman.” 

No further notice of the report 
was taken. 

The report followed a conference 
of several members of the commit- 
tee with Will H. Hays, chairman of 
the national committee, in Chicago 
Thursday. In furtherance of the 
fight on Babler,; it was decided at 
the meeting to organize the “Mis- 
souri Association of Republicans” 
for the purpose of effecting 
changes in the personnel. of the 
state committee at the coming 
election. 

Conwell was chosen chairman of 
the temporary organization, and 
with Thomas J. Hargadon, St. 
Louis, was instructed to carry on 
the organization work throughout 
the state. 

In the event State Chairman W. 
L. Cole refuses to abide by the ac-. 
tion of the Sedalia meeting, which 
demanded his resignation, the fight 
of the new organization will be di- 
rected against him also, it was an- 
nounced.

Dublin, July 9.—Throughout the 
day the military activity around 
Dublin ‘resembled that of last Eas- 
ter. At some of the barbed wire 
barricades tents ere erected for 
the troops, who were fed from 
field kitchins. Occasionally arm- 
oréd cars rolled up. 

The search of incoming = traffi 
was minute. Particular attentio 
was paid to milk‘cans on vehicles. 

Among the recent activities of 
the Sinn Fejners has been the at- 
tendance of volunteers to keep 
order at the racing meetings.

When Bevy of Cloak

The yacht race is the next big 
thing of the summer in these wa- 
ters. People who don’t know a rac- 
ing sloop from a floating drydock 
have been journeying to Morse’s to 
learn the difference by glimpsing 
those two deep sea beauties, the 
Resolute and Shamrock IV., in their 
padded cradles on the biggest float- 
ing dock in the world. Women in 
pongee suits have climbed over the 
confused cables and smutty blocks, 
getting their skirts smeared with 
thick, gummy oil and dabbed with 
red lead just to see the defender of 
the America’s cup and the boat on 
which Sir Thomas Lipton hopes to 
carry the sacred bauble back with 
him. Today might have seen mil- 
lionaires in ordinary dungarees, 
with their arms scorched to a beau- 
tiful but painful pink, toiling about 
the Resolute in the full glare of the 
sum. 

Lipton Withdraws. 

As a rule you'll find Sir Thomas 
there, joshing with his 
friends—and everybody seems to be 
a friend of Tommy’s. But this aft- 
ernoon he retreated to a deck chair 


under the awning on the after deck 
of his steam yacht, the Victoria, 
about half a mile out in the bay, 
while a bevy of beautiful cloak 
models were on the drydock show- 
ing their legs and lingerie in a most 
immodest way for the benefit of the 
movies and the great god, public- 
ity. The dear girls did damage 
enough as it was without hauling 


| Sir Thomas into a somewhat scan- 


dalous expose of beautiful under- 
pinning. 

For the moment that a brunette 
named Rose hoisted one shapely leg 
onto a two-foot block and pulled 
up her shimmering black skirt to 
give the movie cameras focus on 
her tight, black bockKers, all hands 
on the working scaffolds knocked 
off their arduous labors and “went 
to the Follies,” and work wasn't 
really resumed in earnest until the 
models got tired of waiting for Lip- 
ton and taxied back to Manhattan.

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SMITH AND MOORE 
ANSWER BLACK 


Reiterate Their Stand on 
Not Being Willing to In- 
troduce New Charter Bill 
Until the People Have 
Chance to Vote on It. 


Declaring that their stand in the 
matter still depended on the refer- 
endum vote of the people, John Y. 
Smith and Virlyn B. Moore, two of 
the three Fulton county representa- 
tives in the legislature addressed 
letters to Eugene R. Black. Fri- 
day in which they stated that they 
were not ready to introduce the 
proposed charter bill in the legisla- 
ture until the people had had a 
chance to vote on the matter. 

Mr. Smith admits in his letter to 
Mr. Black, which was written in 
response to a public card published 
by Mr. Black following the refusal 
of the representatives to introduce 
the bill, that a hurried conference 
was held at the time mentioned and 
a tacit understanding was reached 
that the bill would be introduced. 
Mr. Smith states further, “how- 
veer, I did not so understand this 
agreement or understanding to 
mean that patie: could arise 
which might incliné us to take a 
different view or decide on a dif- 
ferent line of procedure.’ ° 

Mr. Moore’s letter states that he 
arrived late at the meeting and was 
not aware of ail that transp/red. In 
the letter Mr. Moore calls attention 
to the act of Georgia law of 1913, 
page 598, section 215-B, which he 
states ig sufficient authority for 
Mr. Black to carry the matter be- 
fore the people. 

. Mr. Moore’s Position. 

“This act,’ Mr. Moore stated to a 
Constitution reporter Friday, “pro- 
vides that if any ordinances or res- 
olutions are presehted to council 
an@l are not passed by council, that 
the matter may be brought before 
the people for a vote by the pre- 
sentation of a petition signed by 
10 per cent of the registered voters 
of the city. If the ordinance or 
resolution is accepted by a major- 
ity of the voters voting at this 
election the question then becomes 
wa iaw. 

“Mr. Black’s~ interpretation of 
this law does not agree with m.ne. 
I think that thie matter now before 
the people is a resolution since any 
change in charter assumes the 
character of a resolution. In my 
opinion this is sufficient authority 
for Mr. Black to proceed in the 
matter.” ° 

Neither Mr. Black nor C. E. Rob- 
ertson, secretary of the chamber of 
commerce, had any statement to 
make following the publication of 
the letters from Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Moore. 

Following are the two communi- 
cations: 

“TI bave read your open letter printed in 
this morning’s Constitution, and without 
having an opportunfty to confer with Mr. 
Moore, I beg to briefly reply as follows: 

‘Wwe did have a rather hurried confer- 
ence with you at the time indicated in your 
letter, and it was tacitly understood at the 
time that the charter would be introduced. 
However, I did not so understand this agree, 
ment or understanding to mean that nothing 
could arise which might incline us to take 
a different view or decide on & different 
line of procedure. 

‘The position we have taken on this 
charter is the same position we have taken 
on the capital removal bill; that is, that 
the legislature should not send to the people 


for a vote a constitutional amendment, car- 


rying at least their tacit recommendation 
unless indeed and in fact they were in fa- 
vor of it themselves and believed it to be 
for the best interest, of the state. 

‘‘We can not say that this proposed char- 
ter is for the best interest of the city. It 
may be; in our limfted time, we have not 
had the time as yet to be able to answer 
this question. 

“I do not agree with you on the legal 
proposition submitted. In fact, should you 
be correct as to this, there is another way 
by which this charter might be presented 
to the electorate, and no persons, organt- 
zation; city council, city executive commit- 
tee, prevent you. 

“IT beg to assure you and the people of 
Atlanta that the Fulton delegation has ear- 
nestly considered and discussed this matter, 
and it is our unalterable conclusion, right 
or wrong, that the people of this city 
should first pass upon this charter, and let 
their decision be presented to whoever hap- 
pens to have the honor to repfesent this 
county in the next legislature. 

Felt Responsibility. 

**As stated to you in a former letter, we 
feel some responsibility in this matter, and 
we further feel that we represent all of the 
people and not a particular element of the 


people. 

“The chamber of commerce is a valuable 
and respected institution of this city, and 
no one appreciates the position it holds in 
our civic life more than I do. In this con- 
nection you will pardon me if I write in 
R personal vein. There is no citizen in At- 
lanta whom I esteem more than I do your- 
self, the present head of the chamber. You 
have taken a prominent part in every move- 
ment for the good of the city. Your great 
intellect has always been directed to the 
upbuilding of Atlanta, and no one questions 
your devotion to your city and its e. 

“However, after a calm and a deliberate 
consideration of this question, and all that 
it involves, I am of the unshaken opinion 
that it would redonnd to the peace, hap- 
piness and good of the city to have this pro- 
posed change of government submitted in 
an orderly manner in advance of legisla- 
tive action. ;

LOW RECORD WEEK 
OF NEW COTTON CROP 


New York, July 9.—Selling on the 
bearish character of crop and trade 
advices was held in check by the 
relative firmness of the spot posi- 
tions during the earlier part of the 
week in the cotton market, Later, 
however, the circulation. of addi- 
tional July notices caused a break 
of over one cent a pound in that 
position, and as goon as the near 
month weakened, gelling of later 
deliveries became more active. 
Prices On all the new crop months 
made new low ground for the move- 
ment in consequence, touching the 
lowest levels reached in the mar- 
ket bere since last winter. 

After selling at 35.50 on the first 
notice day, July contracts advanced 
to 39,98, or above the quotations for 
middling cotton in some of the 
southwestern markets, and the cir- 
culation of more notices on Thurs- 
day led to a sharp reaction. So far 
this month tenders amounting to 
about 9,500 bales have been made 
on July, and part of the cotton has 
been taken up by firms who are 
shipping it out for export and to 
Canada. ‘There were rumors at one 
time during the week that gouthern 
spot interests representing southern 
mills were holding July contracts 
for the purpose of taking deliveries, 
but the liquidation toward the end 
of the week wag hardly in line with 
such reports, 

About the only criticism of 
weather conditions in the south has 
been the talk of boll weevil, the 
spread of which would be promoted 
by showers and cloudy conditions 
such as reported in some parts of 
the belt. At one time the situation 
in this respect seemed to be creat- 
ing quite a bullish sentiment 
around the ring, but the weekly re- 
port of the weather bureau was 
considered reassuring, and _ there 
was selling later on rumors that 
mid-month condition reports would 
show a very decided improvement. 
Something of that sort would be 
considered in line with daily weath- 
er reports and the weekly crop re- 
views which have indicated gener- 
ally good to excellent progress since 
the date of the last monthly re- 
ports, 

Meanwhile no improvement has 
been reported in spot demand go 
far as can be learned among local 
brokers, while the goods markets 
have remained quiet, but spinners 
are said to be curtailing instead of 
cutting prices and no pressure of 
spot cott6n has been noted’‘in the 
southern markets.

Article 5 of the cove- 
nant specifically says that the first 
meeting of the assembly shall be 
held at the call of the president of 
the United States, and it is evident-

While the state department has 
not been given any inkling as to 
the date of the meeting of the as 
sembly, it is understood there that 
it will likely be called for early in 
November.
